Tigers 
and leopards are shown to have been 
about equally destructive, having killed 
19,680 and 19,699 head of cattle respec- 
tively. In the number of wild animals 
destroyed there was a satisfactory in- 
crease from 19,890 in the previous year 
to 22,775. The destruction of poisonous 
snakes is enormous, but the numbers 
have declined from 412,782 to 380,981. 
Wherever the system of rewards have 
been pursued the figures have shown a 
satisfactory increase, although it natur- 
ally happeas that here and therea too 
adventurous svake killer pays for hia 
daring with his life.

to leeward. We came a onside under 
the lee bows, where the first boat, that 
had left the Monitor an hour before, had 
just discharged its men; but we fvund 
that getting on board the Rhode Is'and 
was a harder task than getting from the 
Monitor. We were carried by the sea 
from stem to stern, for to have made 
fast would have been fatal; the bout was 
bounding against the ship's sides, some- 
times it was below the wh el, and then, 
on the summit of a huge wave, far above. 
the decks; and once, while Surgeon 
Weeks was holding on to the rail, he lost 
his fingers by acollision which swamped 
the boat. Lines were thrown to us from 
the deck of the Rhode Island, which 
were of no assistance, for not one of us 
could climb a small rope, and beside, 
the men who threw them would imme. 
diately let go their holds, in their excice- 
ment, to throw ancvther—which I found 
to be the case when I kept hauling in 
= instead of climbing. 

t must be understood that two vessels 
lying side by side, when there is any 
motion to the sea, move alternately; or 
in other words, one is constantly pass- 
ing the other up or down, At one 
time, when our boat was near the 
bows of the steamer, we would rise 
upon the sea until we could touch her 
rail; then in an instant, by a very rapid 
descent, we could touch her keel.

How to tse Hot Water. 

One of the simplest and most effec- 
tual means of relieving pain is by the 
use of hot water, externally inter- 
nally, the temperature varying accord- 
ing to the feclings of the patient. For 
bruises, sprains, and similar accidental 
hurts it should be applied immediately, 
as hot as can be boroe, by means of a 
cloth dipped in the water and laid on 
the wounded part, or by immersion, if 
convenient, and the treatment kept up 
until relief is obtained. If applied at 
once the use of hot water will generally 
prevent, nearly, if not entirely, the 
bruised flesh from turning black. For

water taken in sips will often relieve at | 


once. When that is insufficient a flan- 
nel folded in several thicknesses, large 
enough to fully cover the painful place, 
should be wrung out of hot water and 
laid over the seat ofthe pain.

Science has made great progress in 
treating diseases of the eye. Cataract in 
most cases can be relieved, and good 
working vision restored, even in the very 
uged.

There is another still more prevalent 
ljisease of the eye, in which the iris be- 
somes of a milk white opacity.

What 
seems surprising in the case, is that the 
retina had retained its sensitiveness, and 
the muscles of the iris their sensibility 
and full power of action, through the 
disease of twenty years, it being a 
general law that a disused muscle or or- 
gan in time loses its functional power. 

We all read with interest accounts of 
the first impressions felt by those whose 
sight had been suddenly restored. In 
this case, the sensations were quite pecu- 
liar. The first was one of profound hor- 
ror. When she first became conscious of 
sight and space, her fecling was like 
that of one who looks over a precipice, 
and she seemed to regret that she had 
consented to be taken out of her life- 
long darkness? Time corrected the mis- 
apprehension. She learned her letters 
in a day, and to read in a week.—

The Red Man as a Citizen. 


The recent interview had with Presi- 
dentCleveland by a committee appointed 
by the Lake Mohunk conference on the 
Indian question, and the annual meeting 
held in New York by the Women’s In- 
dian association, has aroused increased 
public interest in the question of the 
treatment of the Iudians. The object 
.o be attained by the most interested in 
the subject is a doing away with the 
present reservation system and a 
the Indians as citizens, in severalty an 
individuality, with protection of law for 
persons and families. A reporter for the 
Mail and Express asked a geutleman who 
has given this subject much thought if 
the Indians were really able at the pres- 
mnt time to take care of themselves as 
vitizens. He said: 

‘The proof of ability of the Indian 
io work profitably for;himself and for 
the government is found in the fact that 
those who are the, most civilized have 
now under cultivation more than 230,000 
acres of land, upon which, in one year, 
we raised 1,000,000 bushels of corn, 
1,000,000 bushels of wheat and nearly a 
million bushels of oats and barley, 103, - 
)00 head of cattle, 1,000,000 sheep, 235, - 
100 horses and mules and 68,000 swine. 
These fignres do not include the prod- 
acts of 60,000 civilized Indians, ready 
for Territorial government. Of 265,000 
32,000 wore the clothing of white men, 
while the five ciyilized tribes iive in 15,- 
000 houses built by themselves. These 
tribes inevery way are masters of: their 
condition and seek no other support. 
The same is true of nearly alithe Indians 
in New Mexico and of thousands else- 
where. These tribes need more than all 
else protection in their agricultural 
lands, seeds to plant, implements of in- 
dustry and a proper education of their 
children. The successful example of the 
Omahas, where under the law 76,000 
acres were set apart and 954 separate al- 
lotments made to 1,194 persons, the 
wives receiving like allotments with the 
husband, and leaving 50,000 acres to be 
awerded in tru-t patents to the children, 
are tried experiments which in two years 
afford proof both of what is possible, 
and what, when protected by law, will 
always be successful.”

Moving the Chinese Idol to his New |

Wong Chinfoo, a Chinese reporter, 
contributes the following article to a re- 


cent issue of the New York Sun: 


Two years ago the orthodox Chinese of 
New York erected a temple to ‘‘Joss.” 
Joss is the r ligious name for Quong 
Gung, a semi-historical general, who 


conquered the heathens of the north, 
/and whose prowess and wisdom brought 


the provinces of the empire of China 
ander one central government. » His New 
York temple was a large room on the sec- 
ond floor of 16 Mott sffeet. Hither the 
devout repaired occasionally. 

Joss was installed without much cere- 
mony, for his devotees were only making 
an experiment, to see’ whether a Chinese 


Joss upon New York soil would succeed. 
| He was an immense success. 


After his 
installation Chinatown and the Chinese 
community prospered and waxed rich. 

A few. weeks ago the grateful devotces, 
principally merchants of Mott street, met 
and raised $2,000 to provide Joss with 
better quarters, A committee was ap- 
pointed to hire a suitable building for a 
genuine Chinese temp!e in which to erect 
a regular altar for sacrificial offerings,

advance of Buddhism in China, and Leon 
Zoo is very likely the only priest of that 
faith ever in this country. 

After weeks of hard labor the com- 
mittee selected the building at 20% 
Chatham street, Chatham square. The 
entire third floor of that large building 
was rented, and Chinese carpenters and 
painters set to work to build a house fo 
Joss. Last Friday the place was ready 
to receive its deaf and dumb tenant. 
The Chinese merchants, rcstaurant keep- 
ers and laundrymen vied with one an- 
other in making presents to Joss, in the 
shape of decorations and eatables. The 
hour fixed for the transfer of the god 


was half-past twelve midnight. The 
old temple on Mott street was 
thronyed. About twelve o'clock the 


Chinese consui, in company with Le 
Fon Gwing, the new chairman of the 
Chinese municipality, entered the crowd. 
ed sanctuary, fullowed by twenty Chinese 
merchants in long silken robes. The 
room was suffocating with the odor of 
burning incenseand sandal wood. Flam- 
ing red carrot-shaped candles were burn- 
ing dimly under the gas lights. The 
priest and people knelt, and asked per- 
mission to remove Joss from his old to 
his new place. The prayer translated in 
English was as follows: 

“Oh, merciful great Joss, we, thy 
servants, have humuly this day prepared 
anew sanctuary, where thou and thine 
may eat and drink in peace, and where 
thy presence will not be grcfaded by the 
yile4enzuuye ot foreign devils. We in- 
vite thee even now toturn thy steps 
thither, accompanied by thy humble ser- 
vants.” 

Incense and Joss sticks were burned 
and § rice wine was spilt before Joss to 
refresh him a little before he started out 
on his short journey. At the same time 
six Chinese musicians inflicted character- 
istic music upon the neighborhood. Ex- 
pensive red flannels were then laid upon 
the floor, thence down stairs, and even 
down to the sidewalk. Joss was raised 
by two Chinese merchants acting as 
temporary priests. The Chinese consul 
was the guide of the grand march 
through Chinatown to the new temple on 
Chatbam sqnare. Fifty or sixty devotees 
followed in long strings in the rear, a'l 
in long silken robes, like so many old 
maids going to a sewing party. After 
these came the bearers of candles, lun- 
terns, flowers, roasted pigs, fruits, candies, 
cakes and endless varieties of Orien- 
tal luxuries. The Chinese band of eight 
pieces brought upthe rear, When they 
got to Chatham square many passers-by 
stopped to look at ‘he procession in wild 
wonderment. When the procession ar- 
rived at the door of the temple the pro- 
cess of spreading red flannel upon the 
etaircases began once more. While 
this was being done the majority of the 
procession went ahead of Joss and his 
escorts to be in the rooms ready to re- 
ceive his royal highness. Leon Zoo, 
Yuet Sing, Kwong Hing Lung, Wo Kee, 
and five other merchants were a commit- 
tee to welcome Joss into his new house, 
Upon the arrival of their god they knelt 
in two rows at the entrance of the tem- 
ple, while Leon Zoo, in a loud voice, 
eried 

‘‘Welcome, oh thou great spirit who 
cootrollest the destiny of ali men. Wel- 
come into the house nearly prepared by 
the hands of the humble servants. We 
bow to thee, we bow to thee.”’ 

These last words were repeated by all 
the kneeling Chinamen. Wong Ta Yin, 
the consul, still led tke way until he 
reached the very throne, a rather low, 
dial-shaped seat, when he gravely stood 
aside to give Joss room. The moment 
this was done the entire assembly knelt 
while the priest chanted the regular 
prayer of the Tau in a musical, sing-song 
sort of a way for nearly thirty minutes, 
Candles of huge size were lit, and the 
sacrifice began. The first salutation to 
Joss upon his new throne was made by 
Chinese consul, who lighted three im- 
mense sized Joss sticks of sandal wood 
and perfumed compounds, which made 
the room fairly thick with a peculiar 
Oriental odor. He bowed himself three 
times before Joss. The priest began his 
offerings of meats and fruits. At least 
fifteen beautiful young roasted pigs, one 
of which must have weighed more than 
160 pounds, were offered. How those 
pigs were so beautifully browned, with 
their eyes and other branches of their 
body so perfect, is a mystery to an 
American observer. Beside these there 
were piles of roasted chickens and 
lambs, etc. 

The ceremonies did not conclude until 
nearly 7 o’clock on Saturday morning.
